Mr.  Bill  Russell,  MDCC  top  political  analyst  and  Division  Chair  for  the  Humanities 
and  Behavioral  Sciences,  was  interviewed  on  October  20,  2008  concerning  the 
2008  Presidential  Election. 


How  long  have  you  been  interested  in  politics?  Was  there  a  certain 
event  that  sparked  your  interest? 

I  became  interested  in  politics  in  1960  with  the  John  F.  Kennedy 
inauguration.  I  was  ten  years  old  and  glued  to  the  television  when  Robert 
Frost  read  his  poem  at  the  ceremony.  When  I  was  in  college  I  began  to 
read  Newsweek  and  Time  from  the  archives  at  the  Delta  State  University 
library,  and  I  realized  how  critically  important  it  was  that  all  citizens  have 
equal  rights. 


care  system,  save  the  middle  class  and  rebuild  our  industry.  We  also  need 
to  restore  our  respect  internationally,  where  we  can  build  coalitions  to 
combat  terrorism. 


Is  there  anything  about  this  election  that  stands  out  to  you? 

I  am  seeing  a  trend  of  moving  away  from  the  position  of  no  regulation  of 
industry  and  banking  to  a  citizen  cry  of  regulation  to  protect  their  savings 
(retirement)  and  their  children's  future.  Also,  this  election  has  shown  that 
the  economy  and  pocketbook  issues  are  the  major  issues  of  the  American 


In  the  Obama  campaign  I  saw  a  correlation  with  the  1 960's,  a  young  man 
who  wants  to  get  things  done.  I  think  in  the  first  two  years  of  his 
administration  he  will  make  mistakes  because  of  his  inexperience,  but 
because  of  his  mind,  we  will  have  the  benefit  of  the  results  down  the  road. 

What  are  your  thoughts  about  voting? 

Voting  is  the  greatest  privilege  we  have  as  citizens.  Although  we  don't 
always  realize  it.  we  have  a  revolution  every  four  years.  Politicians  are 
more  responsive  to  the  mood  of  voters  today  than  they  have  ever  been 
before. 

What  topics  do  you  think  are  important  to  consider  during  this 
election? 

In  spite  of  the  problems  with  our  economy,  we  must  rebuild  the  health 


You  will  see  a  continuation  of  strong  voter  support  from  the  18-28  age 
group  which  began  in  the  2004  election.  I  see  America  at  a  crossroads,  a 
lot  like  in  the  1960's,  when  a  new  generation  was  making  its  voice  heard. 
After  the  election,  we  will  be  able  to  see  a  shifting  of  the  traditional  blue 
states  and  red  states  as  new  voting  patterns  change  traditional  areas  of 
support  for  the  two  major  parties. 

What  resources  do  you  use  to  stay  informed  before  heading  to  the 
polls? 

I  read  USA  Today  daily  and  read  the  MSNBC  website.  I  also  watch  News 
Hour  with  Jim  Lehrer.  It  is  probably  the  best  unbiased  news  presentation 
available  to  the  public.
